"The temporaly increase m tho gold 


product has not be^n enough lo offset 
the effect of discarding as real icon03 
$10,000,000,000 of silver com and bullion 
The bitnetalhsfc views of myself and 
other republicans cannot bo stated 
briefly and offhand, but we believe thai 
because the times aro now prosperous, 
money easy, gold plenty, and the re- 
publican party strong, it will bo tht 
highest wisdom to seize the favorable 
moment for remonetizmg silver; doing 
it, if Franco is willing, with a change of 
ratio, and finally getting this vexed 
question out of politics. 


"We do not believe it will ever go 


out of politics through the final adopt- 
ion of the single gold standard and the 
final rejection of silver as a money met- 
al and n part of the measure of the 
world's values.

once?" 


"Next, I am in favor of sincere and 


effective legislation to suppress the 
trusts and combinations which are plan- 
ning to absorb and dominate in a few 
hands all production and all trade in 
America. 


"Mere declarations and promises, to 


be disregarded and falsified when elect- 
ion is over, ate not sufficient. The peo- 
ple shonld be satisfied that their legis- 
lator will be earnest and persistent and 
perform what they promise, 


"There is reason in all things. Large 


cor^ oratione, with ample capital, intro- 
duce economies into business and 
cheapen the product to the consumer, if 
they choose, but they destroy indivi- 
dual enterprise, which destruction is of 
its«lf an evil, and when the combina-1 
tions become huge, economy ceases, 
extravagance and enormous salaries take 
its place and the consumer has to pay 
more than he did before. 


"The state legislatures and the na 


honal congress must, thercfoie, control 
and bring within reasonable limits all 
large combinations of incorporated cap- 
ital. I am afraid the republicans will 
not be as sincere and earneat in doing 
this work as they ought to be. 


"The other day I saw a cartoon in 


which Mr. Hanna was bearing aloft a 
banner inscribed 'No trusts,' while all 
the leaders of the trusts were pressing 
forward with immense money donations 
to the treasury of the national commit* 
teo. The idea suggested must be dis- 
pelled in order to carry on a satisfactory 
oanmss. 


"My third difference," continued Mr. 


Chandler, "from some other republi- 
cans is like my second, bat is local to 
New Hampshire. A great combination 
of railroads dominates the politics of 
the state. 
Through money and free 


passes it controls most "f the politic- 
ians. Nearly all of them are retained 
by the great railroad, and DO man can 
be nominated or elected to any office 
until the railroad managers think he has 
bowed the knee and put on the railroad 
collar. 


"I need not enlarge upon this point. 


Th3 people of the railroad ridden state 
of New Hampshire understand it. If 1 
am not to be elected senator a railroad 
attorney is to be chosen. 


"Fourthly, I am not willing longer to 


see the prohibitory liquor laws of the 
state remain nurepealed and disobeyed. 
For 44 years I have sustained and de- 
fended the prohibitory laws on the 
ground that they were fairly well en- 
forced and lessened liquor consumption, 


"lo recent years, iu connection with 


the"corruption in politics which has 
grown up ia both parties from causes 
which I have lately fully described, 
there has been au abandonment of at- 
tempts to enforce the prohibitory laws 
in the citioi and large towns. 


"The bpecial police commissions have 


seemed to me to be combinations for 
regulating tho salo of liquor to drink 
rather than instruments for enforcing 
the existing law of prohibition. 


'•Nothing is more demoralizing to a 


community than open disobedience to 
plain statutes, whether against rum 
selling, lynching or riding free on rail 
ro ids, and I think the present condition 
of affairs m Now Hampshire ought to be 
it once brought to au end. 


"I am not willing W cover it up, ex 


case it or defend it; and if our temper- 
ance republicans cannot bring tho party 
promptly and willingly up to impartial 
enforcement of the laws in country and 
city alike and destroy hypocricy, eva- 
sion and open rum selling, I think we 
had better give up the fight iind enact 
local option and high license lawa." 


"Is that the only answer you will 


give me to the question whether you

How the .Florida Uecf Boy» Pl»y

On the shallow lagoons of the outer 


Florida reef the bottom in ten feet of 
water is often pure 
white, so that

the frequenters of the reef is a shark, 
known as the nurse, a huge fellow, 
nine or ten feet in length, who seeks 
the seclusion of the shallows and ap- 
parently goes to sleep. At least, pre- 
tends to, as he is seen lying perfectly 
qviet for hours, 
often permitting a 


boat to sail cncr him. 


JSfaturally so sluggish a fish was 


easily captured, and 
one day, after 


watching the sharks swimming around 
the lagoon and refusing to leave the 
white &hallow bottom, it occurred to 
a party of boys that the nurse shark 
would make an admirable steed, and 
immediate plans were formulated to 
capture him. 


The sharks were most plentiful near 


a long, narrow island, and here the 
boys made their headquarters. Their 
mode of transportation was extremely 
primitive. The boat in which they 
cro&sed from the main island where 
they lived was the wooden casing of 
an arch some masons had been mak- 
ing, a boat-shaped affair, blunt at both 
ends. This bad been calked and pro- 
vided with rowlocks, and in it the 
boys made frequent excursions. The 
plan was to sail the boat quietly over 
the sharks, then lower a large slip 
noose down and take one by the head.

Suddenly the shark turn- 
ed again, and the bow boy, rising to 
see what new direction it was taking, 
lost his balance and was jerked over- 
board. Before his companions real- 
ized fully the situation he was being 
towed along on the surface by the 
demoralized shark.

HOW TO 
A JBR0KCN ROD. 


Estimates Cheerfully Oiv«n 


Fish from n. Bottle of 
Ink. 


A simple and pretty little trick, that 


almost anybody might do, is the 
changing of a glass full of ink into 
an acquariom. The glass of ink is 
exhibited to the audience, then a hand- 
kerchief Is placed over it and imme- 
diately removed, showing a glass of 
water with a fish in it. Of course the 
water and the fish are there at first. 
The ink is perfectly represented by a 
piece of 
black rubber cloth, laid 


against the inside of the glass. A bit 
of thread Is fastened to the cloth and 
hangs over the side of the glass away 
from the audience, with a little cork 
at the end of it. When the magician 
places the handkerchief over the glass 
he takes hold of tl>e cork and brings 
away cork, thread And all, hidden in 
the handkerchief, leaving the wator 
and the fish disclosed.

Many a boy breaks his fishing rod 


or his tennis racket, or his camera 
tripod, or his ball bat. and doesn't 
know how to mend It 


If the fracture is a "splitting" break 


—that is, if the bat or stick 4s no£ 
broken "short 
off"—mending It by 


means ot splicing threads or cord is 
one of the easiest and neatest ways 
in the world. It will make the rod 
almost as good as new and quite as 
strong, where gluo would only be a 
temporary and unsatisfactory relief. 


Before trying to mend anything by 


this means, however, it is best to get 
a little practice first, 
say on a broken broom handle. Al- 
ways use waxed cord or coarse pack 
thread. For large bats and handles 
fine flshline is the very best thing to 
use. Place the broken ends of the 
handle firmly together and hold them 
with the left hand or tie them tem- 
porarily with a bit of string. Make a 
loop from 1 to 2 as shown in the 
picture and lay'it on top of the han- 
dle, 
holding it in place with the left 


thumb. It 
should be of 
sufficient 


length to reach beyond the break— 
represented by the dark linje. Take 


now TO SPUCE. 


two turns very carefully so as to hold 
firmly the end of the loop at 2, and 
then wrap the string tightly and close- 
ly around and around the stick until 
1 is nearly reached. The picture rep- 
resents the string loosely wound so as 
to show how the loop is made. In 
winding the real splice, of course, the 
string should be as close together as 
the thread on a spool. On reaching 
the end of the loop at 1 thread the 
loose end of the string through the 
loop, being careful to keep the wrap- 
ping tight. Then pull at the other end 
of the string at 2 until the loop is half 
way under the splice. Thus both ends 
of the string are well out of the way 
and perfectly secure from unwrapping. 
Cut off the projecting ends close to the 
splice, and your work is done. If very 
large cord is used a groove should first 
be cut in the wood to accommodate 
the loop. Soft annealing wire can be 
used instead of string for splicing, and 
it sometimes makes a much prettier 
piece of work.

Oyster Shell Windows 


Arinns: the vniiou* and curious ob- 


jects brought from Manila by some of 
our letnining soldieis none excite more 
interest than Hie delicate plate-like 
shells called conchas ;not only because 
they belong <o the usually unattractive 
find niiifih-siielled oyster family, but 
from the fact that shells serve as win- 
dows in may of the buildings of the 
Philippines. 


The shell is nearly round, about four 


indies in diameter, compressed, and :-o 
thin that it is nearly transparent. In 
appearance the interior of the shell re- 
sembles 
isinglass, 
with 
opalescent 


tints, the interior beinir lightly rough. 
The animal is so exceedingly flat that 
when the valves are closed they ap- 
parently touch. This is probably the 
same species of tnollusk which is 
known in China as the riiine^e win- 
dow ojster, and which is used for win- 
dows, lanterns and similar purposes. 
These ingenious people also powder 
tho shells, which they use for silver in 
their water colors. 
The better class of houses in Manila 


have window frames which slide in 
irrooves, KO as to be opened or elo«ed, 
as fleshed, arid iu these are set the 
conchas, which soften the bright tivpi 
<al snn ravs. As a further protection 
against light and hwit .blinds an- used 
which run in Ihe grooves with the win- 
flows. The Governor's Palarc. which 
was rebuilt about two hundred years 
ASO. has for windows the same sliding 
frames set with many panes of the 
window oyster.

They work on a partnership ar- 
rangement, iri.Mng tin- ship-owner pro 
rata of the whale oil rendered and the 
amount of whale botie secured. Be- 
cause of their improved facilities they 
obtain more than twice as much oil. 
and since the meat of the whale makes 
n splendid fertilizer and they derive 
another large .source of income by spil- 
ing whale hides and skeletons for mu- 
seums to dealers in curios, they are do- 
ing very well. They employ at the 
present' 120 men, most of them in 
former years sailor* on board of the 
whalers.—Philadelphia Record.

All bakers, retail and wholesale, seek 


to produce at their severa? bakings 
through'the day only so much as may 
be required to supply the .tvnnts of 
their trade, but in making sure to pro- 
vide enough there 1s likely to be some 
demand, for stale bread for household 
uses- for making tonsi and for oooklnsr 
purposes,—hut the demand Is limited. 


Such stale bread a a may remain un- 
sold in this manner is never wasted; 
it Is sold to farmers and market gar- 
dener* who drive Into the city with 
produce to sell, and wuo buy more or 
less supplies here to carry back to feed 
stock. When finally disposed of thus it 
is sold by the barrel, at so much a 
barrel: the price being very few, but 
depending somewhat on the 
surplus 
stock on hand on the day of sale.

A Day Ahead of the Almanac 


An interesting circumstance incident 


to Magellan's circumnavigation of the 
globe and discovery of the Philippines 
is that even' degree Magellan sailed 
westward added four minutes to his 
day, until, when he reached the Philip- 
pities, the difference in time amounted 
to sixteen hours. Curiously enough, 
this escaped the notice of all. Elcano, 
the only Captain who made the entire 
circuit, was not aware, "when he re- 
turned to the longitude of Ms depart- 
ure, that his ship's logbook" was about 
a day behind "the tfrne of the port his 
long-continued westward course had 
brought him back to. The error re- 
mained unnoticed also in the Philip- 
pines til! 1S44. when it was decided to 
pass over New Year's Day fof once 
altogether." Thus it appeared that the 
Philippines, instead of lying far to the 
west of Spain, the direction in which 
the discoverers had sailed, might more 
properly be spoken of as lying about 
eight hours east of Spain. When it is 
noon in Madrid it ts about 8:20 jn the 
evening in Manila, and abouf 7:10 in 
the morning at Washington.

Thought to Have Been Swept Into 
Gulf of Mexico—People Falling In- 
to Water >From Tree-Tops. 
Dallas, Texas, July 7.—The flood 


district extending approximately from 
Waco on the north to the Gulf of 
Mexico on the south, is 100 miles wide 
by 300 miles long. In that vast delta 
between the Trinity, the Brazos and 
the Colorado Rivers, nearly, if not 
quite, 400 lives have been lost and 
$20,000,000 worth of property destroy- 
ed, within the last two weeks. Fully 
100,000 persons, mostly negroes, are in 
distress and on the verge of starvation. 


Gov. Sayers has had to appeal for 


temporary aid to the Federal Govern- 
ment, promising to pay back what is 
advanced in the way of rations and 
jther relief when the Legislature 
meets. Reports received 
from 
the 


lower Brazos are much the same as 
those for the past three days. There 
5s no perceptible fall in the waters, 
and bodies of drowned persons, con- 
tinue to float with the current past 
Scaly, San Felipe, Tulsey, Caldwell, 
Thompson, 
and other places. The 


telegraph wires are working only as 
far south as Calvert, and that place 
Is 100 miles north of Sealy, the pres- 
ent flood centre. Reports from Cald- 
well are to the effect that the voices 
of women and children can be heard 
from the drift rushing by in the angry 
waters. 
There Is ao telling how many per- 
sons have been carried out by the 
rhers into the Gulf of Mexico. A 
movement has been started to have 
tugs from Oalveston search the coast 
line for floating persons who may yet 
be alive. 
The telegraph operator at Dewey has 
sent the following brief message: 
"River falling slowly since last night. 
Conditions here terrible: everything in 
country swept away. Large number 
lives lost In bottoms. Looks like star- 
vation for those let't. Situation has 
not been exaggerated. Several days 
before line repairs be made with any- 
thing like system." 


Deputy Sheriff Swearinger said over 
the telephone from Sealy: "There Is 
no improvement in this section of the 
flood district. If anythlny, thp situa- 
tion is growing worse. Mo relief boats 
have yet reached here from Houston 
or (inlvoston. Sealy and neighboring 
towns have about exhausted their re- 
sources for relief. Another negro fam- 
ily wns seen from here drowning. 
Several more lives have been lost 
among the- refugee^ on the mound near 
old San Felipe. A number of negroes 
have fallen into the waters from tree 
tops from sheer exhaustion after hang- 
ins there three days nnd nights. Of 
course they are doomed. A rumor is 
current here of an awful disaster near 
Richmond below hpre in Fort Bend 
county. As we ar« cut off from all 
that soTtthern section wo cannot tell 
definitely what! has happened, but tho 
situation naturally must be as bad as 
here,, if not worse. If we could only 
get relief boats from Galveston! Thp 
people aro drowning before our eyes 
and we are unable to help them."

About 1S60 one of eighteen and a halt 


Inches was ordered for the Uuivjerslty 
of Mississippi, but with thd breakirt-fe 
out of the war tele-scopes had to wait, 
and these lenses are now at the North- 
western University in JSvanston, III. It 
is' only since 1870 that really huge in- 
struments have multiplied and are 
nightly turned upon the starry skies 
to ask the questions which seem to our 
impatience so'alowiy answered. 


But many answers have come, after 


all, and some things are clear which 
before could only bs surmised. For in- 
etance, we feel quite sure now that 
Mars has an atmc sphere, though not 
more than half as dense as our own; 
but far better than none, as we can 
tell by looking at our bright though 
dead and desolated, moon, from which 
air and water haa long since disap- 
peared. 


And if Mars has air, the polar caps 


alone would seem to show that he- has 
also ice and snow; and there appear to 
be, as well, areas of water or marsh, 
Ihough less in extent than the land. 
The northern hemisphere looks bright- 
er through the telescope, even showing 
tints of red and yellow, which astrono- 
mers are inclined to think are chiefly 
dry land, probably desert, while the 
southern is dark, the "seas" brown or 
dull gray, quite as water might appear. 
These spots were flrst called seas, like 
the smooth regionn of the moon, and 
the name continues in both, whatever 
they may be. 


In 1877 Mars was at his nearest to us; 
near, that is, frogn an astronomer's 
point of view, though really at the 
enormous distance -of 3S(OQO,00Q milesv 
Yet a great deal w«s learned a'bout this' 
neighbor in the sky—among other 
things, that be is attended by two tiny 
satellites, or rnoonu, never seen before. 
And the same yeai an Italian astrono- 
mer, 
Signer Schia^arelli (pronounced 


Bkcoa-p'i-rel-ly) n-ade careful studies 
and drawings of tUe strange markings 
on Mars, complct'ig, with the fine tel- 
escope at Milan, a faeries of elaborate 
sketches afterward combined into an 
accurate detail map. 


Again, in 1892 ami 1894, the earth and 


Mars came near wich other in their 
flight through spaca, though somewhat 
farther than duriog the year J&77.

Korea boasts of the Invention of a 


pure p'honetlc alphabet. 
Of course it 


was not the first, but it was original 
wUh her, and therefore no less credit- 
able. 
The invention of this alphabet 


is the last of three great protests which 
Korea has made against the cumber" 
Bomencss. of the Chinese written char- 
acter. 
King Se-Jo, early In the fif- 


teenth century, determined that the 
people must have a phonetic alphabet, 
and a college of scholars was conven- 
ed, with the distinguished San-mun at 
its head, to devise an alphabet. 
Look- 


ing a-bout for a model, they found noth- 
ing like a phonetic alphabet, except in 
th« Tibetan books which had been 
brought from China and deposited in 
the monasteries of Korea. 
But Tibe- 


tan, like Sanskrit and like the Semitic 
languages, is consonantal In its char- 
acter. 
The consonant is the founda- 


tion, and the vowel is simply the bridge 
that spans the interval between conso- 
nant and consonant. 


Song Sam-m'un':i genius is demon- 


strated in his recognition of the fact 
that this is wrong, and that the vowel 
is the basis of -all articulate speech. 
He therefore divided the symbols into 
two classes—"mother" and "child"— 
the vowel being the mother and the 
consonant the child. 
This was not 


only absolutely oiiginal with him, but 
it was absolutely «cientific. 
The Tibe- 


tan furnished the basis for the Korean 
consonants—not the finished Tibetan 
of to-day, but the singular characters 
found in the Tibetan Buddhist books 
of Korea. 
For the vowels th/ey turned 


to the ancient seal character of China 
pnd from its simplest radicals picked 
out six, which became the Korean 
vowels. 
The combination of the let- 


ters in tlio syllable was, so td speak, 
triangular 


In simplicity the Korean characters 


are unsurpassed. 
Tradition says that 


the inventor took them all from the 
Korean door, wlii^h consists of a com- 
bination of horizontal and oblique lat- 
tice-work; and in truth this could be 
done.—Harper's Magazine.

Portraaster George N. Julian's troubles 
with Editor Israel A. Herriok was 
sprung on an unsuspecting public Fri 
day, when tho editor wrote Attorney- 
General Edwin G. Eastman, and also 
Captain Julian, a Hat of the require 
ments which must be fulfilled in order 
to have him abstain from requesting an 
official investigation. Tbe new phase in 
the trouble does not meet with univer- 
sal approval. It had been hoped that 
the matter was an affair of the past, as 
Postmaster Julian had admitted that he 
had been in the wrong, and it was sup- 
posed that this admission would satisfy 
Mr. Herriek und would prevent his tak 
ing any further steps. The letter whicli 
he sent to the postmaster is felt to 
be unjust and severe, and doubts are 
being expressed that Mr. Julirn will 
perform any more of the requirements 
than to pay his fine. What Mr. Herriek 
requires is as follows: 


First—Mr. Julian is to plead guilty 


and pay his fine and costs without ap- 
peal in the criminal action now pending 
before Judge Shute in the police court, 
and which comes to trial July 11. 


fciecond—A suitable apology to the 


public to be written by Mr. Herriek 
a to be signed by the postmaster at 
once. 


Third—All expenses incurred by Mr. 


Herriek in securing his own rights and 
those of Che public are to be borne by 
Captain Julian. 


Fourth—Mr. Julian is to give every 


person in Exeter the promise of civil 
treatment. 


Fifth—All advertisements are to be 


excluded from the walls of the postoffice 
hereafter as the law requires, or, it the 
postmaster desires to break the postal 
regulations in this respect, he is not to 
accept advertisements from ; persons he 
favors and order the removal of adver- 
tising from those he dislikes. 


Sixth—The entire public is to receive 


hereafter legal rights and coutteous 
treatment. 


Seventh—Postmaster Julian is to 


agree in writing that if he or any of his 
employes shall use profane oaths or 
swearing publicly hereafter against any 
patron of the Exeter postoffice he will 
voluntarily file his resignation with the 
proper poatal authorities within ten days, 
to take effect within the following fifty 
days. 


Mr. Herriek also wrote a list of his 


requirements to Captain Julian, and in 
addition, said: 


' While I have no wish to crowd you, 


it is very essential that yon should at- 
tend to this matter at once. I will le- 
ceive your reply up to 8 o'clock on 
Monday forenoon of next week. 
After 


tbat hour all matters will be left to the 
attorneys engaged to prosecute the 
case."

A Striking Effect 


The state boulevard commission held 


a hearing at Little Boar's Head Friday 
on the laying out of tho bou'evard along 
the coast. The session -ook place at 
;he Boar's Head hotel, Chairman John 
Pender presiding. 


Some plans of the proposed 
route 


were shown. All the abutters were 
are-sent, and while not a person would 
suggest but what a state boulevard 
would be a good thing, they could see 
no reason wny the existing highway 
along the town's water front should be 
interfered with. There was not much 
water front of the town anyway, and at 
present there was a splendid road four 
rods wide the whole-length of the beach. 
That was wide enough for all pleasure 
driving for some time to come. This 
road so far, the summer colony had paid 


for, kept in repair and it had been made 
by them for their benefit. They owned 
the headlands outside tbe road between 
it and the water, which they would 
gladly deed to the state if they could be 
guaranteed by the state that no electric 
cars should be run along it. If, how- 
ever, electric cars are to be run about 
the bluff the state must pay the land 
damages. 


After bearing what the people had to 


say, which was in substance that they 
would rely upon the good judgment of 
tbe commission as to what was neces- 
sary, the commission and the people 
took a view of the proposed route. The 
commissioners believe with the widen- 
ing of the present road at one point 
near the south side of the Head, the 
present road might bo made available 
for the purpose of the state highway for 
some time to come. It is believed that 
after the location of tbe electric road is 
settled the abutlers will ask the com- 
mission to meet them again. Then if 
the electric road is to run back of the 
Head they will probably dedicate all 
the lands needed for a boulevard.
